Gasoline From Lignite 

| University Or Minnesota Scientists 
Are Carrying On Experiments 

Two University of Minnesota scien¬ 
tists, successful already in develop¬ 
ing callulose, a principal ingredient 
of rayon, from the asnen tree, specu¬ 
lated on the possibility of making 
gasoline from lignite. 

The two. Professor Llovd H. Rver- 
son and Ralph E. Brewer, hunting 
| pew materials and new uses for old 
with the co-operation of the 
Northwest Research foundation, were 
heartened by the success of German 
scientists In making gasoline from 
brown coal. Lignite, they pointed 
out, is similar in composition to Ger¬ 
many’s brown coal. 

Success of experiments in making 
gasoline from lignite would create 
an outlet for vast deposits of the low 
grade coal which underly prairies of 
North and South Dakota and eastern 
Montana. Geologists have estimated 
their totafat 1,000,000,000,000 tons.

The Heart Of Man 


The season is at hand when once again the age-old song recorded in 
Holy Writ “Peace on earth, goodwill toward men” will be sung by millions 
of voices and the sentiment expressed in the words will be made the theme 
of countless sermons, addresses, and written articles,—of which this is one. 
And the question will be asked by a perplexed people, asked in their be¬ 
wilderment and sorrow, why is it that after the passage of nearly 2,000 
years, instead of peace on earth and goodwill among and toward men, the 
world is filled with rumors of and preparation for war, and suspicions and 
hatreds are rife among people everywhere? 

In seeking an answer to this question innumerable replies and reasons 
will be given. Many will lay the chief responsibility upon politicians: others 
will blame the Inhumanity and selfishness of the makers of armaments; a 
goodly number will declare it is the existing economic system that is the 
root of the trouble; in a word, the tendency will be, as it has been through¬ 
out the years of the past, to apportion the blame to others and to institu¬ 
tions of our own making, but never to accept any share of it as our own re¬ 
sponsibility. Yet, in the final analysis, the responsibility lies at our own 
door and rests with us as individuals. 

A nation is but an organization of individuals, and the national view¬ 
point is but the aggregate of the viewpoint of the people who constitute the 
nation; the national spirit is the spirit of the people themselves. Politicians 
do what the people want them to do, and statesmen are forced tp act, fre¬ 
quently against their own better judgment, because their people insist upon 
certain action and will accept and support nothing else. 

Nations to-day remain in a warlike mood because the individuals who 
constitute the nations are themselves lacking in goodwill the one toward the 
other, and lacking goodwill,—which is the only source of peace,—there 
be no peace. 

Individuals clamor for security in their homes and occupations; nations 
as organizations of individuals demand security; but there can be no secur¬ 
ity either for the nation or the individual unless there be peace at home and 
abroad. Nevertheless, as individuals, in our own local communities, and in 
our relationships to each other, mankind is unmindful of these great truths, 
and to a great extent maintains attitudes of suspicion and hostility instead 
of seeking for understanding and goodwill. I 

The world, and each and every community throughout the world, counts ! 
Its men and women who, in the current language of the day, are chiselers, 
seeking to better themselves at the expense of others, trying to pull others 
down in order that they may rise, desirous of taking that which others have 
in order that they may possess it. Many creditors are harsh, unsympathetic 
and unyielding in their attitude towards debtors in great difficulty through 
no fault of their own and insist on their pound of flesh even though it means 
the ruin and destruction of the debtor; on the other hand, many debtors 
dishonestly seek to take full advantage of a difficult situation to cheat and 
defraud those whom they had asked to assist them in the past and who did 
assist them. And demagogues, both of the Right and the Left, of both high 
and low degree, take full advantage of each difficulty to fan the flames of 
discord and arouse and intensify feelings of enmity and prevent reasonable 
co-operation and the development of goodwill leading; to peace and mutually 
beneficial compromise agreements. 

The result is that all parties are invoking the power of the law to en¬ 
force their demands. As individuals they demand that force be applied as 
they would have it applied. The next step, of course, is that as national 
groups they demand that the same law of force be applied against other 
national groups. And that means preparation for applying such force and 
war as the only alternative. 

The answer to the question propounded above Is that the heart of man 
is wrong. Mankind has not yet risen high enough, nor educated itself to the 
point where peace on earth and goodwill among men is really and truly de¬ 
sired. Mankind still prefers to live and rule by force, still prefers to act on 
the theory,—it is not a principle,—that Might is Right. Once man as an in¬ 
dividual changes his viewpoint he will find politicians both ready and anxious 
to accept and act upon it; the armament makers will find themselves with¬ 
out an occupation; freed of all the restrictions and obstructions imposed by 
individual and corporation selfishness and the evils of narrow nationalism 
the economic system will operate successfully. 

The bringing of peace on earth and goodwill toward men is not a mat¬ 
ter of law; it cannot be brought about by force; it must come, because it is 
the only way it can come, through change in the hearts of men. It will be 
a slpw growth, a development to which every true lover of peace and every 
believer in the power of 'goodwill Is called upon to lend his or her example 
and influence. Railing at others will achieve little; peace must be lived and 
goodwill practised. 


New Kind Of Concrete 

Discovered When Workman Fried 
Meal On Waste Slate 

A workman in a slate quarry in 
North Wales found himself without 
a frying pan when he wanted to cook 
his ham-and-egg dinner. 

he used a piece of waste slate 
instead. Then he left it on the fire 
and forgot about it. 

As a result, a new kind of eco¬ 
nomical lightweight concrete ha£ 
been discovered. 

The piece of slate expanded in the 
heat. When it is broken up it can 
be used with cement to make a light 
form of concrete, such- as is used in 
partitions and house walls. 

“Its moisture expansion is much 
lower than that of the usual ma¬ 
terials,” an official of the department 
of building research said. 

‘It is easily nailed, and is an ex¬ 
cellent key for plaster work.”

Cash For Beet Growers 

Harvest This Year Totals Close To 
Million Dollars 

Another quarter of a million dol¬ 
lars in cheques has been received by 
beet growers of Southern Alberta. 

The new payment will make a total 
of $610,000 paid out on the initial 
base rate of $5 per ton, with a final 
payment to be made at the comple¬ 
tion of the delivery season. 

With a record crop of 170,040 
tons, the beet growers will receive 
close to $1,000,000 for their harvest 
this year. 


Strait Does Not Exist 

Admiral Byrd Says Land All Way To 
South Foie 

A newly discovered section of land 
in Antarctica has been claimed for 
the United States by Rear-Admiral 
Richard E. Byrd. 

A huge stretch of ice-covered Ant¬ 
arctic wastes, which previously had 
been considered to be over water was 
said by Byrd to be land. He made 
this announcement in a radio mes¬ 
sage to President Roosevelt follow¬ 
ing a flight east into Marie Byrd 
Land. 

He brought back with him con¬ 
clusive evidence that Marie Byrd 
Land runs in an unbroken line from 
the Antarctic coast to the South Pole 
and that a trans-Arctic strait does 
not exist. Byrd declared it is all 
land “overwhelmed by ice to be sure, 
but land, anyway.

The appointment of F. G. T. Lucas, 
K.C., of Vancouver, to be a judge of 
the supreme court of British Colum¬ 
bia has been approved by the gov¬ 
ernor-general. He succeeds Mr. Jus¬ 
tice Macdonald, resigned. 

A course In marriage to instruct 
men students how to avoid unhappy 
unions is being considered by the 
University of Washington, Dr. Nor¬ 
man S. Hayner, associate professor 
of sociology, disclosed. The course 
would be open to seniors only. 

An adverse trade balance of nearly 
1100,000,000 for the year ended 
October 31 was revealed in Irish Free 
State trade statistics. As i 
years much of the adverse balance is 
attributed to the dispute with the 
United Kingdom since the advent of 
the Republican government to power.

Japan Plans Airline Link 

Mandated Islands Are To Be Joined 
With Mainland 

Japan is preparing to open south¬ 
ward thousands of miles of airlines 
to fasten her Pacific Island posses¬ 
sions and mandates more firmly to 
the homeland. 

Two naval aviators who sailed re¬ 
cently from Yokohama are now sur¬ 
veying the route between Saipan and 
Palau, using a seaplane of 1,1 
miles cruislng-radius. Their arrival 
was prepared for by establishment 
of meteoroglcal observatories and 
wireless stations at Saipan, Paulau 
and Truk. 

The Japanese hope to link this 
Into island service water with Japan 
proper in an air-service from Tokio 
to Saipan by way of the Bonin 
Islands. An appropriation to sub¬ 
sidize this new route was contained 
in the Government’s 1935-36 budget 
Just completed. 

The Toklo-Bonin Islands line will 
be the first link of a projected air¬ 
line to Join the imperial capital with 
Its farthest flung mandates, one-third 
of the way across the Pacific, lying 
directly athwart the projected Ameri¬ 
can air routes from California to the 
Philippines and China.

Retires From Presidency 

Of The Royal Bank 

Sir Herbert S. Holt Is Succeeded By 

Morris W. Wilson As President 
And Managing Director 

After 26 years in office. Sir Herbert 
S. Holt has relinquished the presi¬ 
dency of The Royal Bank of Canada 
and now becomes Chairman of the 
Board and Chairman of the Executive 
Committee. He is succeeded by 
Morris W. Wilson as President and 
Managing Director, and Sydney G. 
Dobson follows Mr. Wilson as Gen¬ 
eral Manager. 

These changes were announced at 
the end of the bank’s fiscal year, fol¬ 
lowing a regular meeting of the 
board. They are changes which con¬ 
stitute not only an important mile¬ 
stone in the 65 years of Royal Bank 
history, but also an event of national 
significance. Sir Herbert Holt’s re¬ 
tirement from the presidency marks 
the withdrawal from active duty of 
an outstanding Canadian, under 
whose leadership the Royal Bank 
has developed from a relatively small 
organization to its present status as 
one of the great financial Institutions 
of the world. Furthermore, the ap¬ 
pointment of Morris W. Wilson as 
President marks the first occasion 
this office has been attained by a man 
from within the ranks of the bank. 

In assuming the newly created 
position of Chairman of the Board, 
Sir Herbert Holt will continue a 
connection with the Royal Bank 
which began nearly thirty years ago 
with his election as a director In 
February, 1905. He was appointed 
vice-president of the bank two years 
later, and became its president on 
November 16, 1908. 


partly to his desire to have more 
leisure for periods abroad, but prin¬ 
cipally to his policy of gradually 
transferring his direct responsibilities 
to younger shoulders. 

Morris W. Wilson, the new Presi¬ 
dent and Managing Director of the 
Royal Bank, was formerly Vice- 
President and General Manager. He 
is fifty-one years old, the age at 
which Sir Herbert became president. 
He was bom in Lunenburg, Nova 
Scotia, where he entered the service 
of the bank. His entire business 
career has been with the bank, and 
the thirtv-seven years since he began 
have been marked by a series of 
promotions through which he has 
acquired experience In every phase 
of banking activity. 

In 1909, when he was twenty-six, 
Mr. Wilson was moved from the 
Maritimes to Vancouver, where he 
became manager of the main office 
two years later. In 1916 he was 
transferred to head office in Montreal 
as Chief Inspector. The following 
year he became SuDerintendent of 
Branches, and in 1922 was appointed i 
Senior Assistant General Manager. 
He was promoted to General Man¬ 
ager of the bank in Julv 1929, and in 
1931 became Vice-President as well. 
Each of his predecessors as president 
has been, like Sir Herbert Holt, a 
figure of prominence in Industry or 
commerce. He is thus the first pro¬ 
fessional banker to become president 
of the bank.

Sydney G. Dobson, who has been 
Senior Assistant General Manager 
and who now succeeds Mr. Wilson as 
General Manager, has had a similar 
career. Like Mr. Wilson he was bom 
in the Maritimes, at Sydney, Cape 
Breton, and is fifty-one years old. He 
started with the bank as a junior 
clerk in his home town thirty-four 
years ago, becoming accountant at 
Winnipeg in 1906. After serving in 
various other positions, he was ap¬ 
pointed manager of Sydney Branch 
in 1910 at the age of 27. Five years 
later he became Assistant Manager 
in Montreal, and in 1916 he was 
transferred to Vancouver to succeed 
Mr. Wilson as manager. In 1918 he 
became Acting Supervisor of Middle 
West Branches, with headquarters at 
Winnipeg, and in 1919 was promoted 
to General Inspector at Head Office. 
He became Assistant General Man¬ 
ager three years later, and has occu¬ 
pied this position for the last twelve 
years.

When he was appointed president 
in the following year, the Royal Bank 
was recognized as being soundly 
established upon long adherence to 
the conservative principles of its in¬ 
ception. It was not, however, out¬ 
standing In the extent of its activ¬ 
ities, and it was under Sir Herbert’s 
direction that the bank entered a 
new period of steady growth which 
gradually made it one of the leading 
banks of the world, international in 
scope and influence. In 1908, when 
Sir Herbert became president, the 
Royal Bank had 107 branch offices; 
to-day It has nearly 800 branches, 
serving all parts of Canada and 
located in twenty foreign countries. 
Its assets during the same period 
have increased from less than $50,- 
000,000 to more than $725,000,000, 
and the number of its shareholders 
from 800 to a present total of 12,000. 

Sir Herbert’s policy has been one 
of steady and constant enterprise, 
consistent with sound banking prac¬ 
tices, and this has included an insist¬ 
ence upon development of an active 
and highly trained personnel. He has 
always emphasized the importance of 
providing opportunity for new ability, 
and the Royal Bank has become not¬ 
able for the development of young I 
men such as C. S. Tompkins, Inspec¬ 
tor General of Banks, a position cre¬ 
ated by the Federal Government in 
1924, and Graham F. Towers, the re¬ 
cently appointed Governor of the new 
Central Bank.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 

DECEMBER 16 


Golden text: “For as often as ye 
eat this bread, and drink the cup, ye 
proclaim the Lord’s death till he 
come.” 1 Corinthians 11:26. 

Lesson: 1 Corinthians 11:23-24. 
Devotional reading: Matthew 26: 
20-28. 

Explanations And Comments 
Paul’s Account of the Instituting 
of the Lord's Supper, verses 23-25. 
“For I received of the Lord that 
which also I delivered unto you”: 
with these words Paul prefaces in 
his letter to the Corinthians his 
account of the Instituting of 
Supper. By these words he refers 
to the spiritual meaning of the rite 
as coming home to him when he 
ponders the words spoken by Christ 
to his followers: Paul reports the 
words to the churches he founded 
even as these followers of Christ had 
reported them to him. 

“The Lord in the night In which he 
is betrayed took bread; and when 
he had given thanks, he brake it.” 
From the Greek word for thanks, 
eucharistesas, comes our word Euch¬ 
arist. The bread was unleavened and 
had been especially prepared for the 
Passover feast which Jesus and his 
disciples had been eating. It was in 
the form of hard, flat, round cakes, 
which were always broken, never 
cut. Because Jesus broke off the 
pieces of bread, the sacrament Is 
sometimes called The Breaking of 
Bread. 

“And said. This is my body, which 
is for you.” This represents my body, 
is meant. The disciples clearly un¬ 
derstood the metaphor. "The connec¬ 
tion between Christ and us shall be 
of the closest kind; so close that the 
assimilation of the food we eat is not 
too strong a figure to express it. The 
food we eat becomes our blood and 
flesh; It becomes our life, our self. 
And it does so by our eating it, not 
by our talking of it, not by our look¬ 
ing at it and admiring its nutritive 
properties, but only by eating it. And 
whatever process can make Christ 
entirely ours, and help us to assimi¬ 
late all that is in him, this process 
we are to use.” 

Taking the cup, Jesus said, “This 
cup is the new convenant in my 
blood.” “The metaphor Is a some¬ 
what violent one to us, but to the 
people to whom it was spoken It 
could have offered no difficulty what¬ 
ever. Blood was their time-honored 
synomyn for life. Had Christ spoken 
the words directly to us, he would 
doubtless have said, This cup is not 
my blood, but my life: drink yo all 
of it.’ His life is the unfailing cup. 
How shall we drink his life? By no 
other means, I take it, than we we 
drink in other spiritual things—by 
reading, by study, by thought, by 
imagination.” (Douglas Horton). 

“This do, as often as ye drink it, 
In remembrance of me.”

LIQUID AIR 

(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


End Of Great Navy 

Mt Of Big German Battleships 
Being Broken Up 
While the naval discussions in 
London are seemingly futile in regard 
to limitation, the end of what was 
once the second most powerful navy 
afloat is being encompassed at the 
former British naval dockyard known 

Rosyth, just beyond the Forth 
bridge. There the wartime German 
navy is being dissected and broken 
up under the melting qualities of 
acetylene torches and the hammer 
blows of hydraulic tools. 

When the Germans by pre-arrang¬ 
ed signal scuttled their surrendered 
fleet at Scapa Flow they thought that 
was the end of their navy. Probably 
they thought the Job of raising an 
entire navy was too big to be at¬ 
tempted. There were 12 battle cruis¬ 
ers, and the entire outfit was valued 
at about $300,000,000. But the sal¬ 
vaging Job was done, although it 
took fourteen years to do it. 

And now at Rosyth these former 
proud German warships are being 
beaten Into plowshares. Several hun¬ 
dred thousand tons of steel, iron, 
brass and bronze are being cut out of 
them until there is nothing left re¬ 
sembling a ship. The common grades 
of steel are sold to industries that 
make rails, which are being shipped 
all over the world. Much of the bet¬ 
ter grade is being bought by auto¬ 
mobile manufacturers. The highest 
grade of all, that which was arm¬ 
ored turrets, goes to toolmakers, 
shipbuilders and engine ipakers. Some 
of it, in fact, has been resold to Ger¬ 
many, where it may even reappear in 
recreated pocket battleships. 
Brass goes to clockmakers, instru¬ 
ment makers and various other In¬ 
dustries. The bronze from the heavy 
propellors and gun fittings is sold to 
other propellor makers, bell makers 
and other users of bronze. 

Thus the end of a great navy.—St. 
Thomas Times-Joumal. 


Recipes For This Week 

(By Betty Barclay) 


All gases, if cooled and 
sufficiently, may be changed into 
liquids, or even into solids. Sulphur 
dioxide (the gas which is produced 
when sulphur bums In .air) is easily 
converted Into a liquid, but other 
gases, Including hydrogen and oxy¬ 
gen, are very difficult to liquify. The 
liquefaction of helium by the Dutch 
scientist Kamerlingh Onnes, in 1908, 
was regarded as a great scientific 
achievement. 

Liquid air was first obtained about 
fifty years ago and since then it has 
been used commercially, the method 
of producing it having been continu¬ 
ally Improved. It is made in large 
quantities by an intricate machine in 
which the air is compressed and cool¬ 
ed. The point at which the air be¬ 
comes liquid is called the "critical 
temperature”. Liquid air boils at 
-190 degree centigrade. When such 
objects as a rubber ball, an egg, a 
piece of meat or a flower are placed 
In the liquid they become nearly as 
brittle as glass. When a tea kettle 
filled with liquid air is placed on a 
block of Ice it boils vigorously, for 
the ice is hot as compared to the 
liquid air. 

Liquid air is used chiefly in the 
production of nitrogen, oxygen and 
argon, and is also used as a cooling 
agent. When mixed with charcoal it 
forms a powerful blasting explosive 
since the charcoal bums in it. 

It was first thought that liquid air 
would be used widely for refrigera¬ 
tion, for cooling and ventilating 
rooms, and for the destruction of 
bacteria, but because it is expensive 
to produce and difficult to handle, it, 
has not been used extensively for 
these purposes. 


ALL-BRAN DATE BARS 

8 eggs 

1 cup nutmeats (chopped) 

IV2 cups brown sugar 
% cup dates (cut fine) 

% cup flour 

% teaspoon baking powder 
% cup bran 
Beat the egg until light, add the 
sugar and beat well. Add the flour 
sifted with the baking powder. Add 
bran, nuts and dates. Spread the mix¬ 
ture in a layer one-half inch thick in 
a greased shallow pan. Bake In a 
moderate oven (375 degrees F.) for 
about 20-30 minutes. Remove from 
the oven and while warm, cut Into 
squares or bars. Roll the pieces In 
powdered sugfar or serve as a pud¬ 
ding with whipped cream. Yield: 24 
bars—1x3 inches. 


NOVELTY CUSTARD 
2 eggs, slightly beaten 
% cup sugar 
% teaspoon Balt 
2 cups milk, scalded 
V2 teaspoon vanilla 
5 tablespoons Grape-Nuts 
Combine eggs, sugar, and salt. Add 
milk gradually, mixing thoroughly; 
then add vanilla. Put I tablespoon 
Grape-Nuts in each custard cup; fill 
with custard mixture. Place cups in 
pan of hot water.

Mandate Against Queues 

Chinese Police Given Authority To 
Enforce Order 

The recent order issued by Nan¬ 
king that the wearing of queues and 
the custom of binding the feet of girl 
children must be discontinued im¬ 
mediately has been literally taken to 
heart by the authorities of Taian, in 
Shantung province, according to et- 
ters received in Shanghai from mis¬ 
sionaries stationed in that region. 

All police officers, especially those 
stationed at the gates of the city 
have been armed with shears and 
orders have been issued to the effect 
that if the mandate against the wear- 
of queues is not voluntarily 
obeyed, the policemen are to enforce 
It. In several cases, the police have 
not given the offender a chance to 
dispose of his queue himself, but 
have snipped off the offending braid 
with practically no ceremony whatso¬ 
ever. 

The order against foot-binding also 
states that women under the age pf 
80 whose feet have been bound must 
take off the wrappings and allow 
their feet to develop naturally. This 
part of the order has been practically 
disregarded in the country districts.

Building Programs 

United States Government To Ex¬ 
pend Large Amount On Housing 
Hinting possibly at the vast size 
to which the United States govern¬ 
ment may expand Its slum clearance 
and low cost housing, Secretary of 
Interior Harold Ickes said the pub¬ 
lic works administration’s present 
$150,000,000 program “will barely 
scratch the surface.”

Blue Uniforms Discarded 

Soldiers Of France Will Wear llust- 
Colored Outfit 

The world’s armies are getting 
back to earth. 

A recent French order that artil¬ 
lery men discard their colorful sky- 
blue uniforms brought the last major 
military power into the ranks of 
those whose soldiers wear drab uni¬ 
forms, a National Geographic Society 
bulletin said. The new French uni¬ 
forms will be dust-colored. 

Soldiers of the United States wear 
olive drab outfits. British, Belgian, 
Polish and Japanese warriors have 
khaki uniforms. Germany and Spain 
supply gray clothing. Switzerland, 
Italy and the Netherlands have gray- 
green. 

Reason for the trend away from 
the brilliant colored uniforms of 100 
years ago has been to avoid detec¬ 
tion of troop movement by snipers 
and aeroplanes. 

Spain and Japan still retain elab¬ 
orate and varl-colored full dress uni¬ 
forms but these never see the mud of
